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Sen. Bilbo Dies in New Orleans, 


Ending Southern ‘Boss Triumvirate ; 


Burial Slated Near Dream House 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 21—(UP)—Sen. ' 
Theodore G. Bilbo, 69, Democrat, of Missis- 


sippi, stormy petrel of Southern politics for 
four decades, died Thursday at Foundation 
Hosp:tal without realizing his dream of re- 
turning to Washington and winning his seat 
in the hostile Eightieth Congress. 

The wiry little Bilbo, one of the most 
controversial political figures since the late 
Huey P. Long, died at 1:05 p. m. (CST) after 
a long and steadily losing fight against 
cancer and complications. 

Doctors said Bilbo failed to recover from 
a pulmonary embolism, or blood clot, which 
appeared last Sunday in a vein serving his 
lungs. His death was attributed ultimately 
to progressive heart failure. 

Final rites will be held at 2 p. m. (CST) 
Saturday from the Junipet Grove Baptist 
Church, the family announced. Services will 
be conducted by the Rev. J. H. Nix. 

Burial will be on Bilbo’s “dream house” 
property, across the road from the church 
which he helped build. The Baldwin Fu- 
neral Home, of Jackson, Miss., announced 
that the body would be returned to Poplar- 
ville at noon Friday, where it will lie in 
state until the funeral hour. 

Bilbo’s death ended the last link of the 
“triumvirate” of Deep South State political 
bosses which had so often drawn the ire

4 To River 
Off Bridge 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Aug. 21— 
(INS)—Lightning struck and de 
stroyed a large section of the main 
bridge over the Scioto River in 
downtown Columbus during the 
rush hour late Thursday, hurling 
at least four persons into the wa- 
ter and shaking downtown office 
buildings. 

Several witnesses to the blast 
that smashed the 500-foot struc- 
ture like a bomb explosion said 


that up to 15 persons had been 
thrown into the river. Firemen in 
rowboats were dragging the stream 
near the bridge for possible ad- 
ditional victims after four persons | 
had been taken from the water. 


The four were taken to hospi- 
tals, where their conditions were 
described as “fair.” Three of the 
injured were identified immedi- 
ately as Arnitt Spohr, Irene Mur- 
phy, and Marian Johnson, 51, all 
of Columbus. The fourth known 
victim, a woman, has not yet been 
identified. 

Eyewitnesses said it was “a 
miracle” that dozens of persons 
were not killed, because the seven- 
arch bridge usually is crowded 
Mer rene buses and automo- 

iles a at time. Many 
trians had taken cover whan” a 
mighty cloudburst broke just be- 
fore the lightning strike. 

A section 20 feet long on the 
south side of the bridge was 
wrecked and 40-foot pieces of con- 
certe thrown into the river. Elec- 
tric-light poles were twisted, steel 
beams bent, trolley wires knocked 
down and thousands of bricks 
thrown 200 feet into the air. 

Thomas O. Penn, 20, a veteran 
of the Coast Guard who was a 
block away when the bolt hit, 
dived into the river and pulled out 
two of the victims. Dozens of fire 
trucks, police cars and ambulances 
raced to the scene, and thousands 
of persons lined the river bank to 
watch dragging operations.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Aug. 21 — Hon. 
Richard B. Russell, Georgia’s junior Sen- 
ator, who almost single-handedly led a 
successful fight to restore to the Federal 
agricultural budget funds for soil conser- 
vation and extension service work, today 
proposed, in a speech to the State 4-H 
Club Convention, that the nation should 
make parity payments a part of perma- 
nent legislation. He said further that 
parity legislation should be revised so as 
to include the cost of labor. 


“If,” he said, “this nation can guarantee 
wages and unemployment insurance to its 
industrial workers and stability to Fed- 
eral employees, it cannot longer fail to 
provide for the farmers of the nation pro- 
tection which will protect them from the 
extreme hazards of drouth and flood and 
other factors beyond their control which 
often reduce their income by half or wipe 
it out altogether.” 


The Atlanta Constitution agrees with 
Sen. Russel] that some action is needed 
by the Congress to make of farming a 
more stable and comfortable way of life. 
The recent war demonstrated the neces- 
sity of every nation having a modern and 
efficient farm production and this country 
cannot afford to go backward. We must

Apparently determined to take 
advantage of that attitude, a group of At- 
lanta’s architects has protested to Acting 
Gov. Thompson that private practice of 
instructors in architecture at Georgia 
Tech constitutes “unfair competition.” 

While The Constitution is vigorously 
opposed to a policy that would allow em- 
plovees of the State to divide their alle- 
giance, we submit that the protest of the 
architects is somewhat inane and fails to 
follow any line of logical reasoning. The 
holder of a job of ordinary nature surely 
dissipates his loyalty and his energy in 
accepting added employment and, in the 
case of a State employee, an extra job 
is likely to be detrimental to the best in- 
ferests of the people. Architecture, on 
the other hand, is a profession, the prac- 
ice of which is necessary to obtain and 
maintain proficiency. By accepting out- 
side assignments these teachers merely 
are increasing their competence and there- 
fore their desirability as instructors in 
their profession. 

Have the protesting architects ever 
heard of the Georgia Bar Association cry- 
ing “unfair competition” when a professor 
of law at Emory or Mercer or the Uni- 
versity takes a case in court? Do the in- 
structors in these schools protest when a 
practicing attorney accepts a college in- 


the farmer from any disaster by weather 
or sudden break in prices. The Constitu- 
tion has no program to suggest, but does 
urge that the Congress turn from _ its 
course of the session just completed when 
it sought to abandon the farmer, and rec- 
ognize him as the backbone of the nation, 
as is so often proclaimed in Fourth of 
July and political campaign speeches. 

Sen. Russell urged also that young peo- 
ple study the United Nations and assist in 
making it work. 

“We must find a way to live without 
war,” he said, and even if Russia does 
make us feel at times that the United Na- 
tions Organization is useless, we must not 
allow them so to do. We must make it 
work in spite of anything they may do. 
“That,” he continued, “makes it necessary 
for us to carry water on both shoulders, 
to work for peace and at the same time 
to maintain our preparedness at_ top 
strength. That is against our natural in- 
clinations. but we must realize the times 
and the state of the world demand it.” 

Sen. Russell received a real ovation 
from the large crowd of young people and 
adults. Sen. Russell has grown with serv- 
ice and today occupies, because of his 
service to them, a higher place than ever 
before in the affections of the rural people 
of Georgia.—R. M. 


structorship as a sideline? 

We will admit that the private prac- 
tice of architecture by instructors, like the 
practice of law by legal professors, should 
be conducted in a circumspect manner. It 
is up to school authorities to see that in- 
structors do not allow private endeavor to 
interfere with their primary task of teach- 
ing. And it is extremely doubtful that 
they should be allowed to list their of- 
fices at the Georgia Tech address. 

But Georgia Tech should be, and prob- 
ably is, glad it is able to obtain instructors 
who can démonstrate to their students that 
their instruction comes from members of 
the profession who are able to compete 
successfully in their field. And a certain 
amount of private practice is more apt to 
keep the instructors abreast of new de- 
velopments as well as engender the con- 
fidence and respect of their students. 

Moreover, a report by Georgia Tech 
shows that the architectural firm of Bush- 
Brown, Gailey & Heffernan has saved 
the school thousands of dollars in archi- 
tectural fees. In many cases they per- 
formed architectural duties for the insti- 
tution gratis. In other instances they 
were paid fees far under that which would 
have been exacted by private architects. 

It seems to us the protesting archi- 
tects are attempting to take unfair and 
perhaps absurd advantage of public indig- 
nation which first came about from inci- 
dents of wholly different character.

Are Parking Meters 
Always Accurate? 


As you probably know, we have parking 

meters now in the business areas of Decatur. 

P Have had ’em, in fact, for a couple of months or 

so. Personally, as a regular Decatur parker—chauffeur for the 

family boss when she goes shopping—my reaction to the pre-in- 

stallation discussion was anti. It didn’t seem right, to me, to 

charge tax-paying citizens for the use of the curbstone parking 
places which their taxes had created. 

I’m still leaning to the anti side but, after experience, willingly 
admit it is easier to find a vacant parking spot now than it was 
when there were no meters. Evidently a fair proportion of the 
premeter parked: cars were left all day, while their owners put in 
their regular hours of duty in store or office or factory, some of 
them in Atlanta. 

How much ‘I’ve contributed through the meters, couldn’t guess. 
Two or three pennies today, a nickel tomorrow. That’s the way 
it goes. 

However, I want to warn the Decatur authorities that, if one 
or two experiences of mine have happened to other folks, they're 
apt to run into a stubborn sort of snag if they try to enforce the 


parking ordinance. 

o : You know you can put a penny in a meter and 
It 5 This Way the pointer will indicate your right to 12 min- 
utes parking time. Two pennies and the pointer jumps to the 
24-minute mark. For a nickel] you can get the limit—one hour. 

When the time runs out, a red flag jumps up in the meter with 
the word “Violation” on it. The supposition then is, if a traffic cop 
sees that situation, he plants a ticket on the car and the owner 
is supposed to appear in traffic court and pay a fine which, I 
understand, is usually $1 for a first-time offender. 

My complaint is, however, that the meters are not mechanically 
infallible. 

For instance: Some days ago we drove into a vacant space. 
The meter there showed some six minutes of time remaining from 
the allotment bought by the preceding occupant. We put two 
pennies in that meter and discovered the pointer had not moved. 
It still showed the six minutes. 

I remained in the car while the family purchasing agent went 
about her business. 

Six minutes passed. The red “Violation” sign came up and 
we had wasted the two additional pennies we had pushed through 
the slot. : 

I had no more pennies in my change pocket. 
I could contribute nothing. 

As it happened, no cop came. along for the 15 or more minutes 
I sat there with the signal of my guilt showing. 

If one had, would he have believed my report the meter was 
eout of order? That I had no change? If he hadn't, I’m inclined to 
feel a copy of charges, calling for my appearance in traffic court, 
would have riled me considerable. 


And not a nickel. 


How Much Revenue? ing considerable revenue from the 


meters. There are several hundred in operation and, at a nickel 
an hour for 10 hours a day, that can total a tidy piece of civic 
income. 

That's all right. Provided the money is not wasted. Good 
citizens don’t object to a reasonable tax so long as they get service 
approximating value received for each tax dollar. 

If, as should be possible, the parking meter revenue results in 
a reduction of Decatur’s city tax rate, that will be fine. 

But please see, won't you, that the meters do their job properly.

‘where in a month’s reading. 


| FIRST, mutual liking as a basis 
\for intimate friendship is not a 
peculiarity of cities, It is the one 
absolutely necessary basis every- 
where on earth. 


Second, a man takes more ac- 


count of public opinion where he 
is known; but if he 
swer for his conduct to his con- 
‘science or his God while in the 
country, he wouldn’t anywhere 
else.

praise. Gossip angers us only when 
it consists in discussion of conduct 
of which we are ashamed. 

A man who doesn’t approve his 
own conduct rejoices in the “pri- 
vacy” of New York, for in that 
city of strangers nobody notices or 
cares how he behaveg, and he can 
be naughty without causing re- 
mark. 

Privacy will be thrust upon him 
unless he is a big shot. If he has 
fame or power, he will be sur- 
‘rounded by people—all having de- 
‘Signs on his purse or hoping to 
get something from him or some- 
‘how use him. But if he is a no- 
body, he can break a leg on Broad- 
Way and none will stop to ques- 
‘tion him—with the possible ex- 
ception of a shyster. 

Everybody desires and needs 
some privacy, but the value of it 
‘depends upon how it is obtained. 
‘Putting up a “Keep Out” sign may 
please your vanity, but a quaran- 
tine sign that means “Keep In” 
gives you no pleasure, even though 
it provides equal privacy. The fun 
of being alone, if any, depends 
on whether you are being exclu- 
sive or being excluded. And in 
the country you may have all the 
privacy you need — unless you 
have something to hide.

Georgia To Get 
Big Hospital Fund 


Re WASHINGTON—The State of Georgia has an 
SS ee opportunity to make a marked contribution to 

rs | its hospitalization program through the opera- 
tions of a $75,000,000 new hospital construction fund provided by 
Congress at the recent session. 


Administration of the program has been placed in the hands 
of the United States Public Health Service, and officials of this 
agency have already allocated $2,978,000 of the $75,000,000 to 
Georgia. 


What this means, if the State takes full advantage of the pro- 
gram, is that new hospital facilities to the extent of $8,934,000 can 
be provided in Georgia with Government aid. 


Under the terms of the authorization the Federal Government, 
through the Public Health Service, will finance one-third of the cost 
of any hospital project that is approved as a part of a State program. 


In other words, the Federal Government will 
All May Share spend $2,978,000 for new hospitals in Georgia 
if the State will put up twice this amount. 


Any city, county or local community may share in the program, 
provided only that the hospital it seeks to build is approved as a 
part of a State plan and is not run as a private institution solely 
for profit. 

The purpose back of the program is to give the country much 
needed additional facilities for improving the public health. 


Minimum standards have been set up by the Public Health 
Service for hospital projects. These standards will have to be met 
in any hospital that is constructed, thus insuring the best of fa- 


cilities. 

2 ae While no actual appropriations were made 
Appropriations for the program, it amounts to the same 
thing because Congress authorized the Public Health Service to 
enter into contracts for an expenditure of this size. It is merely a 
method Congress sometimes employs to avoid direct appropriations. 


Authority for the program was provided in a bill put through 
Congress last year by Sen. Lester Hill, of Alabama, and former Sen. 
Harold Burton, of Ohio, now an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court. It is known as the Hill-Burton Bill. 

This is the first time, however, that Congress has sought to im- 
plement the bill with a definite program. If the various States 
avail themselves of the opportunities provided in the program, it 
is anticipated that an even larger fund will be authorized at the 


next session. 

Thus far only five States have made applications 
State Ready for funds under the program. But then it only 
became effective July 1, with the beginning of the new fiscal year. 
Still others are preparing to present projects later on after draw- 
ing up a state-wide plan for new hospitals. 

In sponsoring the original authorization act, the authors of the 
bill borrowed an idea that was incorporated in the early Federal- 
aid highways appropriations, which required that the individual 
States match Government funds dollar for dollar in improving 
State roads. The program has Sen the country one of the finest 
systems of highways in the world. 

By the same token, Congress hopes to stimulate a national hos- 
pital construction program that will safeguard and improve the 
health of the country. 

Public Health Service officials say there is a great need for ad- 
ditional hospital facilities throughout the country, particularly in 
rural sections. Moreover. the problem is accentuated by the fact 
that very little building of this kind went on during the war period, 


oo! Here, then, is a splendid opportunity for the 
Georgia 5 Part State to do something for the public welfare 
by initiating a program of hospital construction. By taking advan- 
tage of the authorization passed by Congress, it can now do it at 
only two-thirds the normal cost. 

The $2,978,000 allocated to Georgia out of the fund is on the 
generous side and exceeds that going to some of the more populous 
States. This is due to a new principle adopted for the distribution 
of such funds, based on the ability of the State to pay. 


If the State is able and willing to use the Federal grant offered 
it should be possible to launch a new hospital construction program 


| during the 12 months costing approximately $9,000,000.

Water 
either from the top or bottom, be- 
ing velo. not to let water touch 
foliage when plants are exposed to 
sun. Use tepid water in Winter. 
Plants prefer temperature of 65 to 
75 degrees, need some air, but do 
not like a draft. 

“After planting do not feed 
plants again for a month. Then 
give occasional feedings of avy 
complete plant food, according to 
directions. Stock may be _ in- 
creased by separating crowns °s 
they appear, or by rooting leaves 
cut with a sharp knife from 
healthy plant, then attached se- 
curely through a cardboard collar 
and placed in a jar of water. Re 
plenish w ter as needed but never 
change it.
